District Attorney Terome in his open- 
ing address said there was no “unwrit- 
ten law.’ That the prisoner and his 
counsel resortéd to this so-called ‘“‘high- 
er law’’ wes evidenced when the slay- 
er’s young wife took the stand Feb. 7 
and on that day and the next told such 
a story of her wrenging by White as 
perhaps has never been equaled in the 
history of American courts. A commis- 
sion appointed by Justice Fitzgerald to 
inquire into the mental condition of the 
celebrated prisoner reported April 4 that 
he was sane. In his closing address to 
‘he jury, Thaw’s chief counsel, D. K. 
Delmas, defined Thaw’s insanity at the 
time of the killing as ‘“‘Dementia Ameri- 
cana,” and virtually asked Thaw’s ac- 
guittal under the “unwritten law.”” The 
jury retired April 10, and on the even- 
ing of April 12 reported a disagree- 
ment. Thaw is awaiting a second trial. 

St. Louis Policeman Convicted. 

Patrolman Micheal McNamara of St. 
Louis shot and killed his young wife. 
Nellie McNamara, from whom he was 
separated, and her escort, James J.

Who is getting the profits from the 
reduced cost of pork products—the pack- 
er or the butcher? 

The packers are buying hogs on foot 
et from 2 to 3 cents a pound less than 
they were paying eix weeks ago, and 
they are selling it to butchers at from 2 
to 6 cents a pound cheaper. There has 
been no material reduction in price to 
the consumer. 

Within the past six weeks the bottom 
has fallen out of the hog market. Hogs 
that were bringing $7 a hundred pounds 
before the financial stringency set in, 
sold last week at less than $4, but dur- 
ing the last week the price has gone up 
about 1 cent a pound. 

Owing to the fact that they could buy 
ihe hogs much cheaper, the packers say 
they have been selling their products to 
the retailer at such materia] reductivns 
that there is no excuse for the con- 
sumer to pay high prices for his pork 
chops. 

Little Reduction for Beef. 

Cattle that were selling at from $4 to 
37 a hundred before the money famine 
can now be bought in the open market 
at from #4 to $5.50. According to the 
statements of the packers they are not 
giving the retailers the benefit of these 
reductions, except some slight decrease 
in the price of inferior cuts of meat. 

The man with a porterhouse appetite 
ijt paying just as much for his steaks 
as he did before the panic. Theré has 
been no reduction in the price of either 
tenderloin or sirloin cuts, and likely wil! 
not be. The man whose system is well 
fortified an can digest shanks, flanks, 
chucks, clods, plates, necks and round 
steaks May get them a few cents cheap- 
er, if his butcher gives him the benefit: 
of the reduction in the wholesale price. 

Livestock Being Held Back. 

Farmers are holding back their live- 
stock in the hope that prices will re- 
cover, There was received at the Na- 
tional Stock Yards Friday 2500 cattle of 
all grades, as compared with 4100 for 
the same day last year. Hog receipts 
were 5000, as compared with 9700, and 
sheep 800, which was the same number 
received a year ago. If normal ship- 
ments of hogs’ had been received at 
the stock yards in“different parts of the 
country since the money stringency 
started prices would have been consider- 
ably lower than they are. 

Packers say the decline In the market 
value of hides and tallow has prevented 
them from reducing the price of beef 
Hides a year ago were in big demand 
at 17 cents a pound, and now they ars 
not wanted at 6 cents. Packers say 
they could get $11.9 for 70-pound hide 
a year ago, and that they now have dif- 
fievity in selling the same quality of 
hide for $1.20, a net loss to them cf 
$7.70 on each steer. 

About a year ago shoe manufacturers 
throughout the country increased the 
cost of shoes, owing, they said, to the 
high price of leather, At the present 
price of hides the shoe manufacturers 
ought to be able to buy leather at a Nit- 
tle more thay one-third of former prices. 
There has been no teduction tn the price 
ef shoes.

Herriman Ia Skeptical.

It was evident the catas- 
trophe had made a deep impression on 
the minds of all present. E. H. Harri- 
man, who had adjourned a 10-round go 
of the Illinois Central direct rs to be 
present, rose and was recognized by 
the chair.

MR. TAFT AND THE FAT MEN. 

As Secretary of War it will be necessary for 
Mr. Taft, a 300-pounder himself, to take such offi- 
cial action as may seem proper as a result of the 
President’s recent order compelling all, army offi- 
cers to engage in a‘15-mile ride on horseback. 

One of the cankers of a long peace is corpu- 
lency, and it appears that the President wearied 
of seeing about’ him so many soldiers of rank 
who resembled haystacks in blue and brass. Some 
of these rare old fighters were lean and hungry 
enough, no doubt, in their more youthful days, 
but long service at a desk, in a revolving chair, 
sumptuous and debilitating fare and freedom 
from war's alarms and anxieties have left their 
mark upon most of them. 

The 15-mile ride was fatal to one officer; it 
disabled several others, and a few of them failed 
to make it because horses strong enough to carry 
them were not at hand. Naturally, something 
will have to be done about the matter, and to 
the rotund Mr. Taft falls the unpleasant task of 
disciplining the sleek brethren who sleep o’ nights 
and who are better acquainted with the imple- 
ments of the table than they are with those of the 
battle field. 

A candidate for the presidency in an era of 
great prosperity, when most Americans have been 
living pretty well for some years, with length- 
ened waistbands the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, Mr. Taft will have to be careful how he 
deals with the fat man issue. 
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RUNAWAY MOTORISTS. 

Recently two individuals speeding in an auto- 
mobile across King’s high-vay at Arco avenue ran 
' down an old man, and, seeing that he was badly 
injured, sped away before the. number of their 
machine could be noted. The victim is in a crit- 
ical condition, with the chances-against -recovery 
owing to his extreme age.

One flag- 
rant case of this kind does more to lay the sport, 
and consequently the business, under the ban 
than a ecore of commonplace accidents.

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THE GHOST OF JACKSON. 

“Nothing stands in the way of a great national 
bank except the ghost of Andrew Jackson,” ex- 
claimed Mr. A. B. Stickney the other day, mean- 
ing, of course, that the prejudices against such 
an institution engendered in Jackson’s time were 
still in control of the public mind. 

Ex-Secretary Shaw said recently that men who 
advocated the establishment of a central bank 
of the United States were better statesmen than 
politicians, showing that he also had the ghost 
of Jackson in mind. 

Yet as a matter of fact the evil which Jackson. 
fought and extirpated is present today in the na- 
tional banking system. His objections to the old 
United States Bank were its great financial and 
political power, its favoritism and its possession 
of the public funds, which it used to promote 
speculation. 

The same things might be charged against the 
national banking system now. 
times more powerful than the old bank ever was. 
It now has in its possession Inore than §$225,- 
000,000 of the people’s money, for the use of which 
it does not pay a cent. If the ghost of Jackson 
were to take account of realities it would address 
itself to this condition of affairs quite as ener- 
getically as Jackson in the flesh assailed Nick 
Piddle’s central bank. 

Jackson's fundamental idea was correct and' 
that was that with genuine money and taxation 
limited to the needs of Government economically 
administered, the Treasury was under no neces- 
sity of engaging in the banking business, for it 
would never withdraw from circulation by taxa- 
tion money which it would not use at once. In. 
this way the independent Treasury came to be’ 
established. Even his system produced a sur- 
plus and naturally a scandal. 

Scientifically it may be true that a great central 
bank of issue, authorized also to rediscount ac- 
ceptable paper, would be desirable in many ways, 
but so far as the Treasury and the currency are 
concerned it uld serve no purpose which the 
various national jbanks are not now promoting, 

If Gov would adhere to the principles 
of Jackson and )Benton, showing its appreciation 
of and faith in gold as true money and would 
pile up no surplus as a result of overtaxation, it 
would be found that the independent Treasury 
would work no great injury to our finances. One 
very serious trouble now is,that the Government 
i; in the banking business much deeper than it 


was in Jackson’s day, and, instead of getting out] 


of it, it seems bent on becoming involved more 
seriously on the slightest provocation. 

The ghost of Jackson shows itself to be as in- 
substantial as wraiths less notable, when it frigh- 
tens men from having the name of a thing and 
does not deter them in the least from appropri- 
ating the game. 
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This year’s “modified” football has been mere 
modified milk for modified milksops, only 14 hav- 
ing been killed outright and barely 100 seriously 
injured under the new rules of play. Last year, 
with a record of 18 deaths and 159 cripplings, 
there were enough snap and go in the pastime to 
provide wholesome recreation for pale students. 

What does Mr. Bryan hope to gain by claiming 
the Roosevelt policies as his own? It would seem 
to be the better part of valor to “stand from 
under” them at a time like the present. ‘The day 
may shortly arrive when Mr. Roosevelt will gladl: 
shoulder the burden of “my policies” upon any- 
one with the hardihood to stand for them.

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—John Homan shot 
his wife to death in the presence of 
their six small children, who vainly 
sought to prevent the father from ac- 
complishing his purpose, and then fired 
a bullet into his own head at their 
home in Elmhurst, early today. 

The woman was killed instantly, and 
the man is dying. 

Attracted by the sound of angry words 
between their parents, the children, 
none of whom is older than 13 years, 
crowded in terror in the kitchen of 
their home. 

The woman had left the man about a 
month ago, alleging cruel treatment and 
was suing for a divorce. He was 
jealous. 

“So you will not live with me again? 
Then I[’m going to kill you, and right 
now, too!’’ said Homan. 

Before the eyes of the terrified little 
ones the man drew a revolver and held 
it towards his wife. She had raised her 
hands in appeal when the oldest child, a 
girl 13 years old, cried out: 

‘‘Pa, don’t shoot mother. 
coming, remember.”’ 

Almost immediately a shot rang out 
and the mother, with a bullet in her 
sie, Sank to the floor. Then the man 
placed the weapon to his head and 
pulled the trigger. 


The children ran screaming from the 
house and alarmed the neighbors.
